No_ Trace Found of Prisoner 
Who Gets Officer’s Gun 
and Locks Him Up 





Free with no publicly known 
trace of where he is, C. Jarett— 
the man who locked C. S. Leh- 
man in the Upland city jail—is 
today the object of an intensiv= 
search in the southland. 

Apparently still carrying Leh- 
man’s 45 caliber revolver, Jar- 
ett was the cause of much con- 
cern among police circles. He 
is charged by Ontario police of- 
ficers of burglary and he was 
being held in the Upland jail to 
keep him separated from a part- 
ner in the alleged crime. 

Close search of the area by 
Upland police has revealed that 
Jarett did not leave the gun 
here. It is believed he boarded 
a west bound freight train a few 
minutes after Lehman was forced 
inside the jail Tuesday morning.

In the “family of nations” one 
country can learn from others, 
Prof. Wilbur S. Tupper of Whit- 
tier college, said in an address at 
the meeting of the Upland Lions 
club in the Red Hill Country club 
yesterday noon. He painted an 
interesting and instructive word 
picture of Chile and South Amer- 
fica in general. 

Chile can learn from 
these things, he said: 

1—Value of evolution from with- 
in, rather than revolution from 
without. 

2—Efficiency. 

America can learn from Chile 
the following: 

1-—Courtesy. 

2—Kindness. 

3—Spirit of helpfulness. 

4—Love of cultural and spirit: 
ual things. 

Hig final appeal was for Amer- 
icans to be more interested in cul-

possessions. 

“That which you have is pros- 
perity,” he said. “And that which 
you are is culture.” 

The speaker gave a vivid de- 
scription of Chile, a western coun- 
try on the South American con- 
tinent, extending 2,700 miles along 
the Pacific ocean. Its average 
width is 100 miles and due to 
climatic conditions it is divided 
into three distinct sections. The 
central section lies in the same 
latitude as does Southern Cali- 
fornia, he said. Products of the 
central section are virtually the 
same as California, with the aver- 
age rainfall being virtually the 
game as here. 

Northern Chile is rich in min- 
erals, with two-thirds of all the 
gnineral wealth of South America 
dn that area. Average rainfall is 
one-fourth of an inch. 

Southern Chile provides grazing 
Jand, with many sheep and cattle 
produced. Its huge forest area 
will be soon tapped through the 
extension of the railroad system.
